Operators of
these establishments are still re-
quired to file application, but
failure to file within the stated
period no longer will have the
effect of continuing under con-
trol an establishment ~decon-
trolled by the express provisions
of the Housing and Rent Act of
1947. Applications 'will continuie
to be processed to determine
whether the accommodations are
actually decontrolled and a fail-
ure, to file is a violation of the
regulations.’ .
